THE PRODUCER’S CORNER 





Dear Playgoer: 


Hans Conried, a favorite of regular Playhouse audiences, will return to Dennis next 
week to star in William Goodhart’s contemporary comedy, “Generation.” With his in- 
itial appearance here in “Take Her, She’s Mine” (1963), Mr. Conried was obviously 
granted a warm welcome; and two years later (1965), he returned as the frantic, cello- 
playing scientist in “Absence of a Cello.” Those who witnessed these memorable per- 
formances will be pleased to greet Mr. Conried in his seemingly regular biennial return. 


Mr. Conried has appeared in over one hundred motion pictures, but he is perhaps 
best known for his television appearances. First with Jack Paar, then with Johnny 
Carson, and more recently on the Merv Griffin Show, he has earned a reputation as 
a professional wise-guy with a biting wit. On several television series he has created 
‘living’ and unforgettable characters—most notably, Uncle Tonoose on the Danny 
Thomas Show. Mr. Conried has played most of the top eastern and mid-western sum- 
mer stock playhouses, starring in productions of “Critic’s Choice,’ “The Pleasure of His 
Company,” “Not In the Book,” and “Tall Story.” 


In the Playhouse production of “Generation,” Mr. Conried will play a doting father 
who hastens to New York to visit his daughter and meet the man she has picked as a 
husband. In the loft of a Greenwich Village warehouse, he encounters his new son-in- 
law, and a new generation. Then arises the age-old problem: whether the elders or the 
youngsters know what’s good for the youngsters. 


The light-hearted approach of “Generation” to serious matters and its reassurance 
at the end are factors that made the comedy one of the biggest hits of the 1965-66 
Broadway season, where it ran for 38 weeks for a total of 300 performances. At the 
Cape Playhouse, there will be just eight performances, July 31 to August 5. Tickets 
may be purchased during the intermission of tonight’s play, or ordered by phone at 
385-3911. 

No matter what your generation, we know you'll find Hans Conried and “Generation” 
irresistibly funny.

WHO'S WHO IN THE CAST 


BARBARA BEL GEDDES (Susy Hen- 
drix) may surprise some of the audience 
by her summer tour as the courageous 
heroine of the melodramatic “Wait Until 
Dark,” because she is so well-known as 
the star of such hit comedies as “Mary, 
Mary,” “The Moon Is Blue,” and “Luv,” 
in which she has just completed a year’s 
run on Broadway. The public sometimeg 
forgets that she achieved stardom in a 
drama, “Deep Are The Roots,” and gave 
one of her most memorable performances 
in another, “Cat on a Hot Tin Roof,” Ten- 
nessee Williams’ prize-winning play in 
which she created the part of Maggie, the 
cat. Coming to the theatre honestly as 
the daughter of the illustrious scenic de- 
signer, Norman Bel Geddes, she left 
school to make her Broadway debut as 
Dotty in “Out of the Frying Pan,” a com- 
edy success during World War II. A 
year’s USO tour in “Junior Miss” and

Year. At the end of a year’s run, she suc- 
cumbed to the lure of a Hollywood con- 
tract and four years of film-making. Al- 
though she won an Academy Award nomi- 
nation for “I Remember Mama” and en- 
joyed working with Kazan again in 
“Panic in the Streets,’ she did not find 
her work or life during this period very 
satisfying and returned happily to New 
York and the theatre in John Steinbeck’s 
controversial “Burning Bright.” Follow- 
ing its run, she created the role of Patty 
O’Neill in “The Moon Is Blue,” in which 
she played on Broadway for two years. 
After a year of travel and the arrival of 
her second daughter, she returned to 
Broadway to win high praise as the tragic 
Rose in Graham Greene’s “The Living 
Room,” and then Kazan summoned her

again, this time for “Cat on a Hot Tin 
Roof” in which she played for two years 
before moving her family to Ireland for 
eighteen months of peaceful painting and 
fishing.
